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Council to request that affected businesses tear down remains

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer moved for an 
addition to the council agenda that would include 
discussion of the Dec. 6 dow-ntow-n fire. Also on the 
agenda for the evening were election resolutions, 
a CRA report, approval of warrants, and di,scussion 
on a letter sent by the Homeowners/Residents 
Association. 

Mayor Pro Tern Maurer explained that the city 
had allowed a two-week period for the businesses 
destroyed in the Dec. 6 blaze to “clean up and 
.salvage what they could.” After such a period, the 
rubble w ould need to be cleared because of a health and 
safety standpoint, explained Maurer, to prevent rats 
from infesting an area so close to other businesses and 
a hotel. The matter had unfortunately become tied 
up with the insurance companies who issued the 
policies on those buildings. 


Helen Elliott, owner of The Spinning Wheel, 
came forward to explain her situation. “The 
insurance companies want us to reconstruct without 
rebuilding completely. They’re causing a delay in 
tearing the building down. We would welcome a 
letter from the city ordering that it be torn down.” 

Mayor Bruce Crow requested that City Attorney 
Charlie Martin and Fire Marshal Bill Kramer give 
immediate attention to the matter. 

Among other items on the agenda, election 
resolutions were passed for the regular municipal 
election to take place on Apr. 10, 1990. Among the 
issues appearing on the ballot through resolution 
are the electorate vote on the paramedic vs. 
EMT issue and a vote on an advisory measure that 
would recommend limiting councilpersons to two 
consecutive terms in office. 

Linder the CRA report. City Administrator 


Jim McRea informed the council that the report was 
in tlraft form and would soon be completed 
and forwarded to the county. McRea asked the 
council to approve a capita! outlay addition to upgrade 
the photocopier at the Police Dept. The upgrade 
would be in the city’s interest linancially and 
the motion passed unaniinously. 

McRea also reported to the council on his 
findings on the possibility ol leasing two passenger 
van^ to start up a “Dial-a-Ride” program similar 
to the one existing in .Arcadia. Alter lurther dis¬ 
cussion, the council toiind that the original pro¬ 
posal to simpls buy the buses was more economical, 
and passed a motion for that purchase at $77,363 for 
the two vehicles. 

1 here was discussion on a letter received from 
the I lomcowiiers Residents .Association requesting 
agenda items be posted sex en or more days in advance 


before the following meeting. Maxor Crow thought 
it xvas a good recommendation, and asked City 
Administrator McRea the reasoning that it was 
put out in the current fashion of a few days 
prior to each meeting. 

McRea explained that the tnatter could be 
handled as requested, but that it would cause a txvo- 
week time lag m city business. As McRea continued 
to explain the ramifications of this lag. as xvell as 
its causes, setting the agendas out ahead of time 
seemed less and less attractixe to the council. The 
lag-time agenda xxould also haxe the cllect of 
a significant increase in agenda modiiications at the 
last minute and would result in even Ic" notification 
than the present system. 

As a last item of businc' >. ( onncilman Roy 
Buchan read off and reported on the city warrants, 
and they were approved by unanimous x ote.

Percell trial 
continued to Feb.

After numerous continuations and a pre-trial that 
has stretched for over six months, Jeffrey Stephen 
Percell was back' in Pasadena Superior Court on 
Thursday, Dec. 21. 

Percell is charged with murdering his parents, 
Alice and John Petcell, in their home on Liliano, 
Sierra Madre. Bodies of the deceased, killed by gun¬ 
shot, were found by Sierra Madre Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police 
Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy fight. 
He continues to be held without bail, pleading not 
guilty. 

Now, more than a year after his surrender, the 
case seems to be taking a few turns. Judge 
Masterson, presiding in Dept. G which is handling 
the case, recently announced his transfer to the 
downtown L.A. district. This would mean that by 
the third week of January a new judge would be on 
the ca.se. 

On Thursday, Mike Duffey, public defender for 
Percell, introduced Mr. Stokes, private counsel. 
Stokes was waiting to join the defense, pending 
a decision by the probate court on whether the 
estate of the deceased Percells could be used in 
hiring private counsel for defense. 

Both Duffey and .Stokes requested a further 
continuance to beb. I, which would have required 
Percell to go through the forniahiy of waiving his 
right to go to trial with 30 days of the last continued 
datetwhich was Dec. 21, hence, needing to waive the 
JO^dav date ot Jan 22) However. Percell surprised

Residents of the 
San Gabriel Valley 
have particular cause for 
concern — the Valley 
has the highest readings 
of ozone, a lung¬ 
damaging oxidant which 
is one of the major 
components of smog, in 
the nation. 

On Jan. 4, the Mayors 
of the 61 eastern cities 
will have a chance to cast 
a vote for improved air 


quality in the area 
when they select a re¬ 
placement for Baldwin 
Park Mayor Leo King’s 
vacated seat on the 
South Coast Air 
Quality Management 
District’s board. The 
pollution control agency 
has the most direct and 
powerful influence over 
efforts to clean the air 
in the entire L.A. air 
basin. 

Of all the candidates, 
only San Dimas Mayor 
Terry Dipple has 
shown a steadfast com¬ 
mitment to air quaility. 
Along with Duarte Mayor 
John Hitt, who sup¬ 
ports Dipple’s candidacy. 


Dipple successfully 
opposed proposals for 
trash incinerators 
in Irwindale and Spadra. 
These incinerators would 
have produced sub¬ 
stantial amounts of 
nitrogen oxides, a 
primary contributor to 
ozone formation. Dipple 
also successfully pushed 
for the closure of the 
Glendora - based 
chrome plating firm 
Plato Products, which 
was cuasing health prob¬ 
lems at a nearby San 
Dimas elementary school. 

None of the other 
candidates — Covina 
Councilman Henry 
Morgan or Glendora 


Councilman Lois 
Shade — have shown any¬ 
thing near the environ¬ 
mental commitment of 
Dipple.

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Planning Commissioners receive warnings of suit from homeowners

The proposed Hillside Ordinance came under 
attack by several hillside property owners last 
Thursday, Dec. 21 at the 7:30 p.m. Planning 
Commission meeting. Other items on the agenda in¬ 
cluded two continued hearings and four public hear¬ 
ings. 

The Planning Commission, at its joint meeting 
with the City Council on Dec. 14, had reached 
consensus on the proposed ordinance that would 
limit hillside building due to “health and safety 
concerns.” The new format for the ordinance would 
basically be comprised of a three-tiered division of 
the hillside, with the lower tier being zoned R-l-H-C, 
or one house per 15,000 sq. ft; the second tier 
being R-l-H-B with one house per 20 acres, ex¬ 
cluding existing lots of record that are less than .5 
acres, which would then be similar to R-l-H-C; 
and the upper-most tier, R-l-H-A, with one house 
per 40 acres. The entire hillside would be covered 
with a conditional use permit, requiring Planning 
Commission approval on any building or major 
restructuring, and limits to one story homes and 
a maximum grading/filling of 2000 cubic yards. 

The commission also discussed the recommenda¬ 
tion ofCommissioner George Salisbury which was to 
also include a slope percentage that could not be 
exceeded at each building site. After deliberation on 


the issue, the commission came to a consensus 
on a 15 percent slope maximum and recommended 
it to be forwarded as such to the City Council. 

When the discussion was finally opened to public 

comment, Mike Heflin, who owns 120 acres of hill¬ 
side property, said he felt that the proposed ordin¬ 
ance was too restrictive. 

“This is a case of the majority versus the indi¬ 
vidual,” Heflin stated. “If this is a health and safety 
issue, then you as a civic body can address it. But 
seizing property is not civic. The current (proposed) 
zoning will discriminate and disallow building. 
You cannot seize property without compensation 
and you cannot seize property by majority vote. 
Is this city prepared to compensate (my estate)? 
You will be doing battle with us over this issue. A 
vote or popular sentiment cannot take the land away.” 

John Bowman, also a hillside property owner 
of about 13 acres, stepped to the microphone to 
express his dislike for the ordinance, alleging that 
the ordinace is “taking the value of the land, and 
that is the same as taking away the land.” 

“I need a variance just to build one house,” he 
continued, “and 1 have 13 acres! This city is mixing 
aesthetics with health and safety. You said this 
ordinance was just for the health and safety of the 
community. Well, I can build several houses safely.

All this about aesthetics and the beauty of the 
hillsides has nothing to do with safety. How does 
having a two-story house infringe on health and 
safety?” 

On this point. Commissioner John Watter agreed 
and Slated that all of the Sierra Madre Building 
Code recjuirements should apply equally to the hill¬ 
side, even the right to a second story. 

( oinniissioner Stan Hutchinson also empha¬ 
sized the point several times that the ordinance 
was indeed written solely for health and safety, 
thus leaving Bowman’s questions unanswered. 

Others speaking in opposition to the ordinance 
were a lawyer for the Martin Lawsons and Ted 
Willis. 

l ee Cline came forward to urge the commission 
not to change the 2(K)0 cu. yd. grading maximum, 
and Caroline Brown supported the maximum slope 
idea as recommended. 

I he ordinance is now ready to go back to the 
Ciiv Coimeil lor continued public hearings and 
will be up lor first reading possibly by the the 
regnliii City Cinineil meeting on Jan. 23. 

Two public hearings were continued from pre¬ 
vious meetings. One was a front yard variance 
and a parking variance to construct a garage, 
requested by Joseph lllig at 665 Brookside Ave. 
The request was approved. Also approved was a 
eoniinued hearing for a rear and side yard variance 
as 1 ernando Senosiain returned for a third time with 
further revised plans to meet the commission’s 
criteria expressed at the applicant’s last appearing.

Under new and old business, the issue of a 
Design Review Board and Floor Area Ratio formula 
were discussed further. After the joint meeting bet¬ 
ween the Planning Commission and the City Council, 
it seemed to be the general consensus that neither 
of these instruments would be necessary if a formula 
could be devised for total percentage of lot coverage. 
The one currently being considered, proposed by 
Commissioner Sian Hutchinson, would allow 40 
percent of the lot covered if the home was single 
story, and 30 percent if it went up to two stories.

the court by denying to waive his right and demanding 
that the trial take place as soon as possible within 
the 30 days without continuance. 

“There’s a lot to be done,” Percell said. 
“Mr. Duffey hasn’t done anything yet. 1 just need a 
couple weeks to get ready.” 

Upon the defendant’s denial to waive the right. 
Judge Masterson required defense to set a date within 
the 30 days. Wishing to return to court before Master- 
son is transferred, the date of Jan. 12 was set tor 
continued pre-trial at 9 a.m. 

Percell has been opposed to continuances from 
the beginning, while his defenders have put off the 
'trial in order to better prepare the case. Counsel 
Stokes was doubtful a decision from the probate 
court would be returned by Jan. 12, which might 
mean that Percell is trying to hurry along the trial in 
an effort to replace Duffey, perhaps anticipating 
the case to be thrown out in the newly-complicated 
shuftle. In either situation, the case does not seem 
to be nearing any conclusion.

My first Christmas present this year was a 
book; from a book lover to a book lover about 
a book lover, “84 Charing Cross Road” by 
Helene Hanff. If it sounds familiar, perhaps 
it’s because it was made into a film several 
years ago starring Anne Bancroft as Helene 
Hanff. But the book, as a friend said, “is a 
different experience.” Wonderfully easy to 
read, perfect for flu season, nights when you 
can’t sleep, or for when you want to enjoy a 
book without having to work at it. You don’t 
have to keep track of complex plots or char¬ 
acters. The book, just under 100 pages, is a 
story told in letters exchanged between “a 
sassy New York writer” and the employees of 
“a prim, stodgy English bookshop,” special¬ 
izing in out of print and/or “antiquarian” 
books. The major correspondence is between 
Miss Hanff and the manager of the shop, 
Frank Doel (whom she addresses as “Frankie”). 

It begins on Oct. 5, 1949, and the last letter 
in the book is dated October, 1969. Through 
these 20 years the “business letters”are filled 
with affection, humor, friendship, the hint of 
romantic love, and poignant loss. In other 
words, life occurs during this 20-ycar span of 
time. The employees are charmed by the tone 
of Helene’s emancipated, brassy letters filled 
with American gustiness and gusto. She seems 
determined and delighted to shake the British 
reserve out of these properly English book¬ 
sellers. In the proeess, Helene increases her lib¬ 
rary 100-fold with books, the titles and 
authors of which can only be recognized by 
University English majors, and the booksellers 
become the recipients of her frequent “care 
package” gifts of meat, eggs, and nylon stock¬ 
ings, which in post-war England were luxuries 
nearly impossible to come by. 

Reading this book during the Christmas 
shopping rush makes its message even more 
pointed. I understand, at last, the wisdom of 
shopping by mail, avoiding the crowds, con¬ 
fusions, and distractions. You receive your 
packages at your door, like Christmas gifts, 
anytime of the year. Plus, there’s the pen-pal 
possibility of becoming great friends with people 
you might never meet face to face.

Estate sales specialists 
can, in some ways, be 
compared to treasure 
hunters, and two Sierra 
Madreans who have been 
written up in Redbook 
Magazine enjoy their 
work as much as some of 
the legendary seekers of 
diamonds and 

doubloons. 

Heather Sheets, who 
has been in the business 
for eight years, and Ten- 
sie Benson never know 
what they will find when 
they go into a house to 
sort, clean, research, ap¬ 
praise, price and 
organize for an estate 
sale. 

They caution clients 
not to throw anything 
away, even in the attic, 
basement or garage, and 
cite as examples the time 
they rescued an oriental 
rug from the trash can. It 
was worn, faded, filthy 
and had several holes, 
but sold for $2000. 

Even rags, plastic and 
paper bags are of interest 
to some buyers. 

They most enjoy the 
sales which include anti¬ 
ques, but conduct some 
which only include 
household items. 

The largest collection 
of antiques with which 
they have been involved 
contained massive quan¬ 
tities of beautiful old an¬ 
tiques collected over a 
40-year period and cram¬ 
med into every room, 
closets, garage, attic and 
basement. 

There were over 500 
pictures in the attic; 
more than 1000 plates. 
Most of the things had 
been carefully, wrapped^- 
boxed and stored. Some 


were in the original 
boxes from the time of 
purchase. 

The sale took six 
weeks to prepare, which 
entailed sorting, resear¬ 
ching, pricing and ar¬ 
ranging for display, and 
needed a crew of 12 to 
provide security, room 
and display case 
monitors and cashiers. 

Sheets admits the 
work entailed is 
sometimes both physical¬ 
ly and mentally ex¬ 
hausting, but the .sales 
themselves are really en¬ 
joyable. 

They polish silver, 
wash dishes and clean 
various items which need 
“fluffing” before the 
sale, and they have learn¬ 
ed what not to touch, 
.such as unlabeled bottles 
and/or containers of 
powder or liquid. 

One sale was the estate 
of a chemist and when 
they called in an expert 
to “diagnose” the con¬

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Dr. Robert Davis to retire this month

Sitting in his of¬ 
fice at the Sierra Madre 
Medical Clinic, Dr. Ro¬ 
bert G. Davis could 
easily be the small town 
doctor Norman Rockwell 
chose to immortalize in 
his paintings. He wears 
a gray-striped shirt and 
gray-striped tie beneath 
his hospital whites. 
“Gray’s Anatomy’’ and 
“Stedman’s Medical Dic¬ 
tionary” are prominently 
displayed in the book¬ 
shelf behind him. And, 
indeed, there are two 
Norman Rockwell 
prints hung on the wall. 

Dr. Davis appears tall, 
slender, distinguished and 
confident in the pro¬ 
fession he embarked 
upon 30 years ago. 

He doesn’t care for 
publicity; he cares for 
his patients. He makes 
that fact perfectly clear 
as he sits at this desk 
reluctantly and talks 
of his practice here in 
Sierra Madre. 

Dr. Robert G. Davis 
will be retiring and 
Sierra Madre wants to pay 
him tribute for his 
contribution to the 
health and stability of our 
town. 

The old T.V. series 


“Dr. Ben Casey” always 
opened with the state¬ 
ment that a physician must 
have “the heart of a 
lion, the eye of an 
eagle, and the hand of 
a women.” Dr. Davis 
represents that kind of 
commitment at a time 
when medical care seems 
on the way to becoming 
as impersonal as a fast 
food chain. 

Dr. Davis, his wife 
Jean (a trained airline 
stewardess and nurse, 
who, he proudly states, 
began the hospitality 
auxiliary in the early 
’60s), and their two 
young sons and daughter 
came to Sierra Madre on 
July 1, 1961: “It seemed 
like an established, 
quiet town,” Dr. Davis 
remembers. “It looked 
like it had roots, not 
just popped up over 
night.” 

Originally from Iowa, 
the son of a surgeon/ 
naval officer, he had 
many homes in different 
parts of the country. 
He states that all of 
his ancestors were in 
medicine, including two 
physicians who practiced 
on opposite sides during 
the Civil War. 

However, Dr. Davis 
did not immediately take 
the Hippocratic Oath. 


He first worked at 
Standard Oil in Tulsa, 
OK. During the years 
of World War II, he 
built B-52 bombers for 
North American, and 
then for 12 years worked 
for TWA Airlines in 
Kansas City, MO. 

But medicine must 
have been in the blood 
for Dr. Davis, and in 
1959 he completed his 
residency in internal medi¬ 
cine at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

“When we saw Sierra 
Madre, we liked the 


area and the schools. It 
looked like a good place 
to bring up a family . . . 
which it turned out to 
be.” 

Dr. Davis’ children 
went to Sierra Madre 
schools and graduated 
from Pasadena High 
School. His sons, both 
lawyers now, live in 
San Diego and Auburn. 
His daughter, who has 
provided the Davises with 
their first two grand¬ 
children, lives in Red¬ 
man, WA. Their pictures

In 1920, the first home of California Literacy, Inc., a statewide organization was 
founded in Alhambra, California, and was named the Southern California 
Literacy Council. 


California Literacy, Inc., is closely associated with the method developed by Dr. 
Frank Laubach, a one-on-one tutoring technique known as the Laubach Method. 
The programs are run on a strictly volunteer basis, and services to students are 
free. 


Frank Laubach was a missionary, an educator, a literacy pioneer, and a prolific 
author with 40 books and numerous articles to his credit. In addition to instruc¬ 
tional materials, his books covered a variety of interests — the countries in which 
he worked, prayer and spiritual life, challenges to world literacy and the provision 
on international technical assistance. They also reflect a vision of the world — 
what it is and what it could become through the commitment of caring people. 


In 1984, on the date of his 100th birthday. Dr. Laubach was honored by the U.S. 
Postal Service with the issue of a commemorative stamp, one of the “Great 
Americans” series.

Here they handled a 
piece that contained 
footprints of birds and 
a part of an elephant’s 
leg that were 1.9 million 
years old. 

Of course, explains 
Vanlandingham, they 
saw many wild animals 
and birds, completing 
the sight of the “big 
five; elephant, rhino, 
hippo, leopard and cape 
buffalo,” at the Masai 
Mara game reserve in 
Kenya.
